The King minded his former Engagements, and in the beginning of the

And alſo about the 
ſame time, he ſent Mr. George Gage to Rome, to joyn with Padre Maeſtre, 
the Spaniſh Agent, in negotiating the Popes Diſpenſation. The Archduke 
at Braxels, aſſented to a, Reconciliation in fayour of our King, and ob- 
tained from Marquis Spinola a ſuſpention of all hoſtility againſt the Coun- 
trey and Subjetts of the Elettor Palatine, which continued till the death 
of Archduke Albert, who died 170 Julii following. So the Lord Digby re- 
turned into Erelarnd, bringing the Ceſlation of Arms, about the ſame 
time that Sir Edward Villers brought the Pal/orave's Submiſſion. But the 
Twelve years Peace between Spazz and the United Provinces at this time 
expiring, Spinola returned into Flanders, and left the Palatinate to the 
Imperial Forces. | appt 
After: the Aſſembly at Segembergh, the Palatine and his Princeſs took 
their journey into Holland, where they found a refuge and noble enter- 
tainment with the Prince of Orange, who gave a high teſtimony of ho- 
nour to the EleCtreſs at her firſt arrival, for her magnanimous carriage 
in Bohemia. 

The Ambaſſage of Weſton and Conway prevailed little. The Emperor 
went on in a ſevere Retormation, and frequent Executions among 
vanquiſh'd people : he deſtroyed moſt of their ancient Laws, and made 
new Ordinances : declaring a Sovereignty over them, not as an Elefted 
King, bur as a Lord by right of Conquelt. 

More Princes of the Union reconcile themſelves to the Emperor : The 
Imperial Proteſtant Towns, Strasburgh, Worms, and Nuremburgh, ſub- 
{ſcribe to Conditions of Peace. The reconciled Princes and States inter- 
cede for the Elector Palatine ; but their motion diſpleaſed the Empe- 
ror, who alledged, That the Palatine did not acknowledge his

2. The Keepers of the Priſons have not return'd the Cauſe of the Com- 
mitment, but the Cauſe of the Cauſe; which they held not tobe good. 

3. That the Return of the Commitment is imperfe@, for that ir-ſhew- 
eth only the Cauſe of the detaining'i Priſon, and not the Cauſe of the 
firſt Commitment. FAO 

Laſtly, That the Return is contradiQory in it ſelf : For that inthe 
firſt part thereof it is certified, that the detaining of thoſe Gentlemen in 
Priſon is per ſpeciale mandatum Domini Regisz and when the Warrant of 
the Lords of the Council is ſhewn, it appeareth, that the Commitment 15 
by the command of the King, ſignified by the Lords of the Council. 

The ſecond general Exception was to the matter of the Return'z and 
that was touching the impriſonment, per ſpeciale mandatum Domini Regis; 
by the Lords of the Council, without any Cauſe expreſſed. Wherefore, 
ſaid Mr, Selden, by the conſtant and ſetled Laws of this Kingdom (with- 
out which, we have nothing) no man can be juſtly impriſoned, either by 
the King or Council, without a Cauſe of the Commitment 3 and'that 
ought to be expreſled in the Return.

This right (faith Sergeant Bramſion) is the only means that” a Subject 
hath, whereby to obtain his liberty; and the end of it is, to return the 
Cauſe of the Impriſonment, that it may be examined in this Court, whe- 
ther the Parties ought to be diſcharged or not : Which cannot be done 
upon this Return ; for the Cauſe of the Impriſonment isſo far from ap- 
pearing particularly by it, that there is no Cauſe at all exprefſed: And 
the Wnit requires,that the Cauſe of the Impriſonment ſhould be returned, 
and the Cauſe ought to be expreſled fo far, as that it Ky. wn to be none of 
thoſe Cauſes, for which, by the Laws of the Kingdom, the Subje& ought 
not to be impriſoned; and it ought to be expreſſed, that it was by Pre- 
fentment or Indiment, or upon Petition or i0n made unto the 
King.

the ſame time ordered the Lord Treaſurer to pay Thirty thouſand 
pounds to Philip Burlezzach a Dutch Merchant in Doaboy to be' by him 
returned over into the Low-Countries by Bill of Exchange unto Sir Wil- 
liam Balfour and fohn Dalbier, for the raiſing of a Thoaſand Horſe, with 
Arms both for Horſe and Foot. The ſuppoſed intent of which German 
Horſe was, as was then feared, to inforce the Excife which was then ſet-

The Council alſo had then under conſideration the Levying of Ship- 
money upon the Counties, to raiſe the.King a Revenue that way.
